RESOLUTIONS 



For the Reduction of Taxes, 



Agreed to in the Committee of the whole House, on the Payment of Naval 
and Military Pensions, and to whom the several Acts relating to the 
Customs and Excise of England, and the Assessed Taxes of Ireland, 
were referred. 



SALT TAX. 

1. — Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That from and after 
the 5th day of January 1823, Thirteen shillings of the fifteen shillings, chargeable 
and payable by law for every bushel of Salt, or Rock Salt, that shall be made at 
any salt work, or raised or taken out of any salt mine or salt pit, in that part of 
Great Britain called England ; and that Four shillings of the six shillings, charge- 
able and payable by law for every bushel of Salt, or Rock Salt, made at any salt 
work, or raised or taken out of any salt mine or salt pit, in Scotland, and for every 
bushel of Salt used or employed in curing and salting Flesh exported from Scotland 
to England, provisions for ships in Scotland and for foreign voyages ; and that 
all the duties chargeable and payable by law in England, for any Salt, or Rock Salt, 
and for salted beef or pork, or bacon brought from Scotland into England ; 
and that Sixpence of the two shillings and sixpence, chargeable and payable 
by law for every bushel of coarse and impure Rock Salt, delivered from any 
rock salt pit or mine, or warehouse or storehouse, for the purpose of feeding 
or mixing with the food of sheep and cattle, or steeping seed, or preserving hay, 
or being employed as manure for land ; and that Thirteen shillings of the fifteen 
shillings, chargeable and payable by law upon every bushel of Salt, or Rock 
Salt, imported from Ireland into Great Britain, after the 5th day of January 
1 823 ; and that the whole of the Drawback allowed and payable on any Salt 
made in Great Britain, and exported to Ireland, after the said 5th day of 
January 1823 ; and that Seventeen shillings of the twenty shillings, chargeable and 
payable by law for every bushel of Salt which shall be imported from beyond the 
seas into Great Britain, not being imported for the sole purpose of curing and 
preserving fish; and that Eighteen shillings for every twenty shillings, of the 
duties chargeable and payable by law for every bushel of foreign Salt, which 
shall be imported from beyond the seas into Great Britain, if the same be so 
imported for the sole purpose of curing and preserving fish; and that the several 
Bounties payable by law on beef or pork, salted in Great Britain, and exported to 
foreign parts ; — Shall respectively cease and determine, and be no longer paid 
or payable, except any arrear thereof : And that from and after the said 5th day of 
January 1823, there shall be raised, levied, collected and paid, in Great Britain, for 
and upon every bushel of Salt and Rock Salt, which shall be made at any salt work, 
or raised or taken out of any salt mine or salt pit, in any part of Great Britain, in 
or for whatever use or purpose the same may be delivered, applied or consumed, 
or which shall have been delivered duty free, and shall, on the said 5th day of 
January 1 823, be found in stock (except for Salt made in Great Britain, and 
exported from thence to foreign parts, or warehoused for that purpose) or which 
shall be imported from Ireland into Great Britain, the sum of Two shillings only ; 
without any exemption, drawback, allowance, or abatement thereof, for or on any 
account whatsoever. 

369. 2. — Resolved, 
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2. — Resolved , That it is the opinion of this Committee, That from and after 
the said 5th day of January 1823, the duty chargeable and payable by law for 
mineral Alkali called Soda, or by whatsoever name the same may be known, 
made in Great Britain, or made in Ireland and imported from thence into Great 
Britain ; — Shall cease and determine, and be no longer paid or payable ; except 
any arrear thereof. 

3. — Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That from and after the 
said 5th day of January 1823, the Licence duty payable by law by every maker 
of Oxygenated Muriatic Acid, or Oxymuriate of Lime Shall cease and deter- 
mine, and be no longer paid or payable; except any arrear thereof. 

LEATHER. 

1 .—Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That from and after the 
5th day of July 1822, the several Duties of Excise on Hides and Skins, and parts 
and pieces of Hides and Skins, and on Vellum and Parchment, and on Leather 
manufactured into goods and wares, imposed by an Act made in the 5 2d year of 
the reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, for granting to his Majesty 
additional duties of excise on Glass, Hides, and Tobacco and Snuff;— Shall cease 
and determine, and be no longer paid and payable; except any arrear thereof. 

2. — Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That from and after 
the 5th day of July 1822, the several Drawbacks of Excise payable in Great Britain 
for Hides and Skins, and parts and pieces of Hides and Skins, and for Vellum and 
Parchment, and for Leather manufactured into goods and wares, exported from 
Great Britain to foreign parts ; — Shall cease and determine, and be no longer 
paid or payable ; except any arrear thereof : And that the several Drawbacks 
hereinafter stated shall thenceforth be allowed and paid in lieu thereof; — 

For all Hides and Calves’ Skins, Sheep and Lamb Skins, and Seal Skins, tanned 
or tawed in Great Britain, and duly marked, for which the duties imposed in 
respect thereof shall have been paid, and which shall be duly exported to foreign 
parts as merchandize ; Two thirds of the duty : 

For every pound weight avoirdupois, of Leather tanned in Great Britain, and 
chargeable by law to pay a duty by weight, for which the duties imposed in 
respect thereof shall have been paid, and which shall be manufactured and 
actually made into goods or wares, and duly exported as merchandize to foreign 
parts ; 1 § d. : 

For every pound weight avoirdupois, of Boots, Shoes, Gloves, or other 
manufactures made in Great Britain of every kind of tawed Leather, chargeable 
by law to pay a duty by weight, for which the duties imposed in respect thereof 
shall have been paid, and which shall be duly exported as merchandize to foreion 
parts ; - - - Two thirds of the duties : 

For every pound weight of all Buck, Deer or Elk Skins, dressed in oil in Great 
Britain, for which the duties imposed in respect thereof shall have been paid, 
whether manufactured and actually made into goods or wares or not, and duly 
exported as merchandize to foreign parts ; is.: 

For every pound weight avoirdupois of all Sheep and Lamb Skins dressed in 
oil in Great Britain, for which the duties imposed in respect thereof shall have been 
paid, and which shall be manufactured and actually made into goods or wares, and 
duly exported as merchandize to foreign parts ; - - - 3 d. 

For every pound weight of all other Skins, and of all Hides dressed in oil in 
Great Britain, for which the duties paid in respect thereof shall have been duly 
paid, and which shall be manufactured and actually made into goods and wares 
and duly exported as merchandize to foreign parts; - - - 6 d. 

For every pound weight of all other Skins, (except Lamb Skins,) and of all Hides 
dressed m Oil in Great Britain, and duly marked, for which the duties imposed in 
respect thereof shall have been paid, and which shall be exported as merchandize 
to loreign parts; - - * Two thirds of the duty. 

SALT 
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SALT TAX, Ireland. 



1. — Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That the duty of Two 
shillings Irish currency, for and upon every bushel of White Salt weighing fifty-six 
pounds ; and also the duty of three pounds Irish currency, for and upon every 
ton of Rock Salt containing forty bushels, each bushel weighing sixty-five pounds, 
the growth produce or manufacture of Great Britain, imported into Ireland, made 
payable by an Act passed in the 45th year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, and which duties by an Act made in the 1st year of 
His present Majesty’s reign, were declared to be and continue payable until 
further provision should be made by Parliament ; — Shall cease and determine and 
be repealed. 

2. — Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That the duty of Two 
shillings Irish currency, on every bushel of Salt, not being the growth, produce 
or manufacture of Great Britain, imported into Ireland, payable under an Act 
made in the fifty-fourth year of his late Majesty’s reign ; — Shall cease and de- 
termine and be repealed. 

3. — Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That a duty of Two 
shillings, British currency, shall be granted and made payable on every bushel of 
Salt, not being the growth, produce or manufacture of Great Britain, which shall 
be imported into Ireland, the bushel of Rock Salt weighing sixty-five pounds 
avoirdupois, and the bushel of every other kind or species of Salt (not being Rock 
Salt) weighing fifty-six pounds avoirdupois. 



HEARTH TAX AND WINDOW TAX. 



Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That the rates, duties, and 
taxes, payable in Ireland, for and out of any Dwelling House, in respect of the 
Fire Hearths, or other places for Firing, or Stoves therein, and also in respect 
of the Windows or Lights therein, under an Act made in the 58th year of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third ; — Shall, from and after the 
5th day of July 1822, cease and determine and be repealed. 



TONNAGE DUTIES, j ' 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, That from and after the 
5th day of July 1 822, the several Tonnage Duties of Customs, payable on ships or 
vessels entering inwards or outwards, except in bajlast, in any port of Great 
Britain, from or to foreign parts, granted by an Act of the 59 Geo. 3, c. 52, 
intituled, “ An Act to repeal the several duties of Customs chargeable in Great 
fl Britain, and to grant other duties in lieu thereof;” — Do cease and determine.
